Postecoglou and a list of 
selectors had been working 
hard all last week in monitor- 
ing players for the 1-week 
camp held at Parklea that 
started off last Monday. 

A squad of 22 players were 
selected with eighteen young 
promising stars hoping to be 
part of the final Joeys squad 
come next February for the 
Oceania qualifiers.

back in town playing his trade 
for old club the Olympic Sharks this 
season, 

Parisi first burst onto the National 
League scene two years ago with a two- 
goal debut for Olympic against the 
Canberra Cosmos, 

‘After spending a few seasons Overseas, 
Parisi returned home telling ABSW his 
experiences whilst trialling and playing 
overseas football. 

After spending eleyen months at the 
AIS, Parisi signed for Sydney Olympic. 
Within a month he came on as a sub to 
score two goals after Olympic was down 
2-1, Franco hasn’t looked back since . His 
first season stats were 14 games with 4

goals and 2 starts. Not bad for a iy year 
old! 

‘This form earnt Parisi a call up to the 
Under 20’s squad for the East Asian 
games, with Parisi scoring an impressive 2 
goals in 4 appearances. Parisi just narrow- 
ly missed out on the World Cup squad. 

From here on the ball kept rolling and 
suddenly things started to happen for 
Parisi. 

Franco decided to try his luck overseas 
after his impressive yet short apprentice- 
ship in the NSL. 

Parisi looks back on the move overseas 
“a few trials came through and I felt con- 
fident to go over and give the trials a 
shot”. 

Parisi trialled for three months on the 
continent , eventually signing with Dutch 
second division outfit, Stormvogels 
Telstar. This was after trials at teams such 
as Cagliari, Monza and just narrowly 
missing a contract at the world class AC 
Milan, 

Parisi looks back on his 3 weeks at 
Milan with great fondness. “I was trialling 
at Cagliari when AC Milan came along 
and asked me to go there for a trial, how 
could I resist? In the three weeks I was 
there I played four reserve team games, 
which included playing in a youth tourna- 
ment for the team.” 

Franco worked closely for three weeks 
with ex-Italian international and the man 
tipped to be the next Milan coach Mauro 
Tassotti. All was going well with Parisi 
being apprehensive of gaining a contract 
as Mauro Tassotti was “continually giving 
me confidence and great comments”. Yet 
unfortunately at the time Parisi did not 
posses an Italian passport, and after the 
recent false passport scandal in Italian soc- 
cer there are now Jaws such as minimum 
pay requirements and laws to such degree. 

“So signing an unknown could be seen 
as a risk.” 


Nonetheless Parisi does not look back 
with bitterness on his time with Milan yet 
he looks back with great fondness. Still 
having all the gear Milan gave him includ- 
ing a Tracksuit, Bathrobe and any other 
item of clothing possibly needed. Parisi 
contemplated on the Milan experience as” 
The professionalism the big name stars 
and the fan treatment was something I had 
never experienced. Having lunch with Rui 
Costa, Maldini and Gattuso is something 
everyone dreams of and I got to experi- 
ence it!” 

Parisi quickly rectified the passport 
problem and moved onto Monza where he 
was under the watchful eye of another 
former Italian international Pierluigi 
Casiraghi. 

Yet Parisi was unfortunate to suffer a 
crippling injury in a training game which 
would turn out to be an unexpected tum- 
ing point in his career, Stormvogels 
‘Telstar came along. After scouting Parisi 
for several months and seeing the great 
potential in which he possessed, Telstar 
offered to rehabilitate him and to take him 
on. Parisi ended up playing half a season 
for Telstar playing 15 games and amassing 
an amazing 13 goals. 

Franco recalls the great excitement in 
the club after his first game saying “every- 
one in the club was calling me the next 
‘Van Basten, it was amazing” Parisi’s first 
goal was a bicycle kick, which made all 
the print media in Holland. This act of 
brilliance immediately attracted the inter- 
est of the top 3 in Holland - PSV 
Eindhoven, Ajax and Feyenoord. These 
three clubs a still monitoring Parisi’s form. 

Telstar was a great experience for Parisi 
as he says-“they (Telstar) believed in my 
ability and worked closely with me 
improving my technique and confidence”. 

As the season entered its final stages 
Franco was inundated with offers. Parisi 
saying “T felt my chances to progress from

‘Telstar where limited and when Tottenham 
offered a firm contract I decided it was 
best fo take itup”. 

Parisi went for a 3-day visit of the 
Tottenham setup. After playing a bit of 
football an impressed Glenn Hoddle invit- 
ed Parisi back for pre-season. 

Parisi trialled with Tottenham for a total 
of 5 weeks. With the trials’ beginning, 
Parisi was pencilled in to play trial games 
with the first team. Yet unfortunately 
injury struck Parisi again with him being 
ruled out for a week. Upon his return from 
injury Parisi missed two first team games 
and was sent to regain his fitness with the 
reserves where he played 4 games notch- 
ing up 3 goals. One in which Franco 
describes as his “finest goal” and one 
which coach Colin Calderwood also com- 
mended Parisi on. Parisi had impressed, a 
contract was written up and ready to sign , 
all parties had agreed. Yet at the eleventh 
hour with Parisi already registered as a 
Tottenham player, to the youngsters 
amazement he and his management team, 
the board of directors cancelled the move. 
Reasons were not given . 

“T was shattered , and upset to be leav- 
ing a place that was for the past 5 weeks a 
pleasant and accepting environment, I felt 
in my heart that I had done enough to win 
a contract. By the way the coaches and 
directors where talking to me they wanted 
to build me up to play in the Premier 
League. The likes of Sheringham and 
Ferdinand are role models today yet will 
leave a spot open for tomorrow”. Franco 
says that the experience at Tottenham will 
never be forgotten. 

“T got to meet Alessandro Nesta when 
he was at White Heart Lane to play a 
friendly , Gustavo Poyet was always jok- 
ing with me, and Teddy Sheringham was a 
great role model for me at training always 
‘coming to me with positive comments and 
feedback, Glen Hoddle is also a great

coach who inspires confidence in all his 
players.” 

After impressive trials at Chelsea and 
Portsmouth Parisi felt the need to come 
back home. “The season had started so it 
was in my best interests to come home put 
my head down score a few goals and work 
my Way into the Under 20's team to play 
at the world cup”. Parisi came home and 
has signed a one-year deal with Olympic 
making his debut against Marconi. 

Franco looks back on his year overseas 
as an “amazing experience, which has 
made me a lot stronger and wiser” .

n a titanic battle with the 

highest power in world foot- 

ball, Millwall starlet Tim 
Cahill retains determined to 
break free of the shackles tying 
his international future to 
‘Western Samoa and insists there 
is only one nation he wishes to 
play for - Australia. 

Cahill’s torment stems back to 
his days as a fresh-faced 14-year- 
old when he was asked to play for 
Western Samoa in a minor interna~ 
tional tournament sanctioned by 
FIFA. 

“The misunderstanding of me 
being a 14-year-old kid and not 
knowing too much and being guid- 
ed in the wrong way has obviously 
Ted to this,” Cahill said in an'exclu- 
sive interview with SBS’ 
TheWorldGame TV. 

“It’s very disappointing for me 
but when you're a kid you just 
‘want to represent your country.” 

Cahill’s father claims that he 
sought advise from Soccer 
Australia and was assured that the 
tournament would not have long- 
term implications for his son. 

“Tt would just be nice to see 
someone back me up and to say 
“this kid is good enough and the 
kid was wrongly advised by who- 
ever’ and to say ‘let’s do something 
about it” Cahill said. 

“Someone like a governing body 
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like Soccer Australia is very force- 
ful in a case like this and I think 
people will understand that 1 was 
only a kid and there was no 
parental guidance when I actually 
played and this should have been

While Cahill’s parentage would 
also enable him to play for Wales 
or Scotland, he confirmed to 
TWGTY that given the opportuni- 
ty, Australia is the country he is 
desperate to play for. 

“] actually spoke to Don Givens 
who is (Ireland) under 21s coach 
who tried to make me go away to a 
tournament,” Cahill explained. “A 
four-team toummament with some 
big countries in it.” 

“We talked about it, I spoke to 
my agent and I spoke to my parents 
and it just wasn’t the right thing. 

“J just took it as a major compli- 
ment and I said to myself “it’s not 
who I really want to play for’. At 
the end of the day I really do want 
to play for Australia and it would 
be the most rewarding if I was to 
Tun out in an Australian jersey in 
Australia in front of my family.” 

His agent has consulted special- 
ist lawyers who believe FIFA may 
be guilty of restraint of trade, 

“FIFA have ruled that Tim can’t 


play for any other country apart 
form Wester Samoa,” said 
Cahill’s agent Paul Martin. “We 
consider that decision to be pretty 
unfair, 

“We've” discussed the situation 
with some sports lawyers who feel 
that because Tim was 14 years of 
age and under the age of majority 
that you couldn’t deem his decision 
to play for Samoa in that game as a” 
binding one. 

“We're also’ looking at other 
aspects of the case im terms of 
European law and restraint of trade 
because clearly Tim has the option 
to play for Scotland, Australia, 
Ireland and the argument is that he 
would clearly increase his value as 
a player and as a commodity play- 
ing for one of those nations rather 
than Western Samoa. 

Martin is also of the belief that 
Soccer Australia has a lot to 
answer for in this case. 

“Soccer Australia, according to 
Tim’s father; indicated that it 
wouldn’t have long-term implica- 
tions on his future international 
career,” he said. 

“I think we'd like Soccer 
Australia to look at that. Perhaps 
hold their hands up and say ‘we 
advised the family badly in the first 
instance’ and get in touch with 
FIFA and the executive committee 
and look at the case again,

A few years back, player agents in Australia 
was almost unheard of and yet today, Soccer 
Australia currently have as many as 23 FIFA 
accredited managers who take care of many 
young and old players in Australia either 
domestically or overseas.

Of course 
Licensed Player Agents are in it to make money! But I 
know plenty of my colleagues that have spent thou- 
sands and thousands of dollars in getting theip’FIFA 
license, Professional Indemnity Insurance, travel costs 
in visiting clubs and players all over Australia and over- 
seas. 

Many of us will take years before we recoup our out- 
lay let alone make a profit. Having said that, most 
Licensed Player Agents only make money once the 
player has made his money, In other words, most LPA’s 
charge a percentage...therefore if the player makes 
money, LPA’s make money...albeit perhaps 5 or 10 or 
12 percent of what we negotiate on behalf of the 
player. 


5): When he/she is ready, and when the club is 
ready for the player. There are plenty of players who 
have gone overseas at the wrong time, to the wrong 
place, and they have ended up as also-rans back in the 
NSL or state leagues. Placement and timing is very 
important, and this is where a licensed agent is a 
necessity. 


6); Dealing with dishonest and unprofessional 
coaches and club officials. Over time, you slowly 
build a customer base of reputable operators who you 
can trust and direct players towards. At the start of 
this season, one NSL club official told players that 
they wouldn’t deal with agents, then entered into dis- 
cussions himself with unlicensed people. Soccer 
Australia is working hard to stop this sort of activity~~ 
as is the newly formed ALPAA (agent’s association) 


7): We all try and make a living out of-our busi- 
nesses, but at Zenith the philosophy has always been 
that the players needs come first which, in my opin- 
ion. has been the main ingredient that has contributed 
to our growth.

On paper, the 20-player squad is an awesome collection of the 
best that Australian Women’s Soccer can muster. Led by the leg- 
endary Annisa Tann, the current Matilda’s captain who claimed her 
100th A-International Cap at the recent NIKE Cup in the US, the 
Sapphires boast another 7 players with senior or youth international 
experience, 

The jewel in the Sapphires crown has definitely got to be the 
return of the great Julie Murray, The last time Julie was a member 
of the NSW squad they won the 1999/2000 League and Grand Final. 
But then in December 2000, Julie left to become the first Australian 
to be selected to play in the professional Women’s United Soccer 
Association League in the United States with the San Jose Cyber 
Rays. During her US stint, Murray claimed the title of the 
CyberRays’ leading scorer and was also awarded the most valuable 
player of the WUSA Championship game where she also scored the 
winning penalty in the shoot-out against the Atlanta Beat. 

In November 2001, Murray shocked all by announcing her retire- 
ment from professional soccer and returned home to Australia. Due 
to problems with gaining a clearance from the Cyber Rays, Murray 
didn’t play during the 2002 NSW Women’s Super League Season, 
but the extended break has given Julie time to fuel the competitive 
fire in the her belly. 

Murray and Tann will be well supported by experienced cam- 
paigners Kelly Golebiowski (Current Matilda), Cassie Kell (Current 
Matilda), Taryn Rockall (Former Matilda and 2000/2001 WNSL top 
goal-scorer), Lisa Warrener (NSW Sapphires 2000 -2003), Lisa 
Gilbert (NSW Sapphires 1999 -2003), Michelle Carney (NSW 
Sapphires 1999-2003), Joanne Burgess (NSW Sapphires 1999), 
Nicole Kimber (NSW Sapphires 2000-2003) and Sarah Walsh 
(NSW Sapphires 1996-97,98). One major loss for the Sapphires will 
be the services of Joanne Peters who will be playing professionally 
in Brazil during the Summer. 

Although the Sapphires haye a wealth of experience, it is equally 
balanced by the presence of youth. Of particular interest is the pres- 
ence of Young Matildas Catherine Cannuli, Emma Davison and 
Thea Slatyer who recently competed at the inaugural FIFA U19 
Women’s World Chamipionships in Canada where the Australians 


finished a yery credible Sth. Kathryn Collins and Leah Blayney 
were also selected as standby players for the Young Matildas, but 
unfortunately didn’t tour. One player would had a very successful 
tournament was Thea Slatyer, who captained the Young Matilda’s 
against England and was then rewarded for her efforts with a place 
in the Matildas squad for the 2002 NIKE US Women’s Cup. 

Also adding to the department of youth is NSW U17 Captain, 
Kylie Ledbrook, who led her team to a national championship in 
Coffs Harbour this year. 

Making their Sapphires debut will be Hayley Todd, Dmitra 
Polous and Danielle Small. 

Coach Stajcic is confident that with the players that he has assem- 
bled, the NSW Sapphires will be a force to be reckoned with. 

“This year we want to consolidate on past performances and go 
all the way. We all have a lot to play for this year as selections for 
the 2003 Women’s World Cup are on offer. The opportunity is there 
for anyone to take, and I’m sure that goal can only benefit our squad 
in the long term”, said Stajcic.

‘Talent Identification Championships 
(NTIC) at Valentine Sports Park, another 
future international star was emerging from 
the refereeing ranks. 23-year-old Sarah Ho, 
was the only female referee of the champi- 
onships and was a late inclusion when the 
Northern Territory was unable to provide two 
referees. 

Sarah, a former soccer player with the 
Hazelbrook Hawks in the Nepean Association, 
had only decided to become a referee 2 years ago 
after reading an ad in the club newsletter about 
becoming a referee. Never to back away from a 
challenge, Sarah took up the whistle and has gone 
from strength to strength beginning with referee- 
ing under 8’s and 9’s in the Nepean Association 
then moving to Youth League and the Women’s 
Super League before capping off her rapid rise 
with appointments at the U17 State Titles at 
‘Pluim Park and the NTIC this year. 

‘The secret behind Sarah’s success is the sup- 
port that she has received from the Nepean 
Referee’s Association. From her early days offi- 
lating on the parks of the Nepean area, the 
Nepean Referes’s Association encouraged, but 


never pushed Sarah too far. Each step was care- 
fully planned so that she never felt out of her 
depth and learnt the necessary lessons before pro- 
gressing to the next level. At the moment there 
are 2 other female referees in the area who are 
also being nurtured in a similar fashion. 

Sarah’s road to the NTIC began when Doug 
Rennie, Soccer Australia’s National Referees 
Coach, spotted her controlling a local Under 
10’s. With over 38 years experience behind him, 
Doug identified that Sarah had the traits that 
could take her to the top of the game. 

“J just happened to be watching a local game 
and noticed Sarah in the middle. When you've 
been in the game as long as I have, you know 
whether someone has what it takes, and she defi- 
nitely has it.” Commented Rennie. 

During the NTIC Sarah refereed three fixtures 
and assisted in a further four. When asked how 
the boys reacted to having a woman in charge, 
Sarah replied “the fact that I am a woman hasn’t 
really been an issue. As long as you are confident 
in your decisions, the players will respect you no 
matter who you are”. 

One of Sarah’s highlights from the NTIC was 
the feedback from the inspectors. “After every 
game the inspectors provide us with detailed 
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notes that have helped me improve my game. 
‘That sort of experience is invaluable” said Ho. 

Outside of Soccer, Sarah is currently in the 
final stages of an education degree at UWS- 
Nepean having already completed a Bachelor in 
Health Science (Hons). With a natural love of 
teaching and health, as well as being a former bal- 
Jet dancer, her desire is to be a high school 
PDH/PE and also'a dance teacher. To Keep fit for 
the rigours of refereeing requires one day a Week 
training with other referees, 4 gym sessions and a 
regularly running regime, Definitely not a job for 
the faint of heart. 

Where to from Here? 

Following her success at the NTIC, Sarah has 
just be informed that she has been included on the 
National Youth League and Women’s National 
Soccer League panels and is looking forward to 
working with other women referees Heidi Breeze, 
Amelia Morris and Krystyna Szokolai. Like all 
players and referees, Sarah’s dream is to be 
involved in a World Cup, but in the meantime will 
be content to keep working hard, leaning from 
her peers and enjoying the experience. 

Expect to see Sarah in the middle for a long 
time to come.

Hi Everyone, 

Well, the Nationals are over for another year, 
Congratulations to the Queensland Under 16’s and 
NSW Under 15’s for claiming their respective titles, 
but also congratulations to all the players, coaches, 
managers, trainers, physio’s, volunteers and parents 
who made the tournament a success. If you didn’t get 
a chance to get out to Valentine Sports Park or Melita 
Stadium last week, you missed a great opportunity to 
see our fiture Socceroo’s in action. And I don’t say 
Soeceroo’s lightly. Soccer Australia commissioner, 
Les Avory made an interesting point during the clos- 
ing ceremony that 95% of Socceroo’s over the past 15 
years have participated at the Nationals. So as you can 
see, this was a very important event in our coaching 
and development calendar. 

‘This week, rather than give you a tip, I'd like to 
give you a little insight into what a State Coaching 
and Development Manager does during the Nationals. 


Day in the life of the 


Nationals 

The day begins with a meeting of the Technical 
Study Group (TSG) at 8am. The TSG is composed of 
State Coaching and Development Managers, State 
Institute Coaches, National Coaching and 
Development Manager, Jim Selby and the National 
Youth Coach, Ange Postecogolou. The TSG, are split 
into two groups with responsibility for either the 
Under 15’s or Under 16's. Once allocated, the TSG or 
panel as we are sometimes refereed to, then watches 
every game. The 8am meeting is normally to review 
the U15’s performance from the previous day and the 
pm meetings to review the U16’s performances. 

‘The TSG analyse players based on a set list of cri- 
teria that are developed by the Soccer Australia. 

‘The criteria included, technical ability, tactical 
‘awareness and decision-making, and physical quali- 
ties such as speed, power and endurance, 

‘To assist in our analysis, we are also supplied with 
detailed physiological data from the State Federations 
prior to the tournament regarding speed off the mark, 
skin folds, vertical leap etc. All members of the TSG 
then make detailed notes for discussion at the next 
meeting. 

When I analyse a player, I look at how they affect 
the game with and without the ball, and whether they 
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Are your Training Sessions Getting 
a Little Boring and Predictable? 

So, you've inherited the job of coaching your 
child’s soccer team, you were eager enough to do 
“your junior and youth licence, but find yourself 
doing the same drills over and over again. 


can inject themselves at the appropriate times. 

also pay special attention to their first touch and 
ability to keep the ball. If a player has good control, 
perhaps he can make the next level. 

When you break each group members analysis 
down and pool the results, it is quite easy to identify 
which players are most likely to take the next step. 

Iwas happy to see that 8 NSW players have made 
the Australian Under 17 National Squad. It is a 
credit to our State coaching programs from the grass- 
roots to the elite level that these boys have stepped up 
and will represent our country one day. 


The end of an era 

‘The end of the Nationals also signals the end of the 
term for the players currently involved in the New 
South Wales Institute of Sport (NSWIS) Soccer 
Scholarship program. These players will now return 
to the club system and hopefully NSL positions. 

After speaking with NSWIS Head Coach, Kelly 
Cross, I know he is very proud of the achievements of 
the NSWIS program, which had a strong involvement 
in the development of the 8 NSW players selected in 
the Joeys squad. 

Kelly will now look to bring in a number of this 
years Under 14 players who will be developed with 
the goal of being selected in the 2005 Joey’s Program. 

Tis anticipated that the squad will be named in mid 
October, and will start training from November 2nd. 
‘Their first big test will be the Sydney Tournament in 
January.

jhis week we continued our look at the 2002 Youth and Cadet 

League Seasons. The Super and Division One League pro- 

duced many fine performances as well as a few shocks. So 
without any further ado let’s take a look through the leagues. 


SUPER YOUTH LEAGUE 

Newcastle United won the Club Championship by forty-three points 

and all four teams qualified to the finals series and yet they had only one 
minor premier. This is surely proof that consistency across the whole club 
is the most important factor in achieving the ultimate success. Their 13s 
finished in second place and they were a constant thorn in the side for , 
minor premiers Nepean who they rolled in the Grand Final after penalty 
kicks. * . 
The 14s were placed fourth but they did not progress beyond the semi 
final stage. It was a different story for the 15s who were runners-up in the 
competition and then went on with the job to claim the Grand Final tro- 
phy as well. Winning the minor premiership was not enough for the 17s 
as they went on to claim the Grand Final in an absolute thriller. 

Now the Novocastrians must prepare for a season in the top company. 
‘They may need to strengthen all squads if they are to be truly competitive 
but that should not really be a problem as their region is rich in soccer 
playing talent. 

Bankstown City Cubs were runners-up in the Club Championship and 
they will join"Newcastle United in accepting promotion to the top level 
for next season. However, they will need to seriously look at player 
recruitment since only two of their teams made it to the finals. 
Unfortunately, it was their younger age groups that let them down as the 
13s were found in eighth place while their 14s only managed seventh 
spot, although it must be said that they were only one point behind fifth 


“place. Their 15s had an outstanding season, completing the competition 


undefeated and in first place but they fell by the wayside in the finals, los- 
ing both the major semi final and the preliminary final. The 17s earned 
fourth place but they were eliminated in the minor semi final. 
Macarthur Rams were keen to go back to the top echelon this season 
but they had to settle for third place overall. While the two younger age 
groups performed well, the Rams were disappointed with the Mark 
Williams coached 15s who ended their season in tenth place and Glen 


-Lockhart's 17s who could only manage eleventh spot, On the other hand, 


John Francko’s 13s locked themselves into third position but only made 
it as far as the minor semi final. Bill Garriock’s 14s went the whole hog 
‘though as they claimed the minor premiership and then went on the win 
the Grand Final. The Rams will obviously be planning their next season 


very carefully to make sure they make the most of the opportunity to 
tesume their quest for promotion. 

AC United finished fourth on the Combined Table but they were well 
off the pace. They, too, had a mixed bag of results and that has cost them 
dearly in the race for promotion places. Their 13s were to be found at the 
foot of the table at season’s end with only ten points to show for their 
efforts. The 15s were a little unlucky in that they missed out on a finals 
berth by goal difference. However, the 14s finished third on their table 
before dipping out in the minor semi final and the 17s also earned third 
place but their chances of further honours evaporated with a penalty 
shoot-out in the preliminary final. An ambitious club, AC United will be 
keen to improve on this performance next season and they will be taking 
the appropriate steps during the coming weeks. 

Hajduk Wanderers grabbed fifth spot in the Club Championship but 
they, like many other clubs, will be taking a long hard look at their per- 
formances this year before instituting plans for 2003. Their 13s ended up 
in tenth place on goal difference while am inferior goal difference placed 
their 14s in sixth spot and eliminated them from a place in the finals 
series. The 15s had to settle for eighth position and after sneaking into the 
finals from fifth place on the competition table, the 17s dropped out after 
the elimination semi final. 

Nepean Association secretary John Todd was smiling from ear to ear 
and performing his version of an Irish Jig on Grand Final day at the over- 
all performance of his 13s and 14s for the season, The Peter Daglis 
coached 13s had won the minor premiership and the 14s had scraped into 
the finals by earning fifth place on goal difference. Even though they both 
Jost out on the day, between them these two teams earned almost seven- 
ty percent of the Association's youth league points for the season, The 
15s and 17s both finished in twelfth place on their respective tables. Like 
many others, Mr Todd and company will be busy plotting the ways and 
means to an improved performance for next year. 

Hills United did not have the best of seasons in the younger age groups 
but they certainly made up for it with the two older teams to finish sev- 
enth in the Club Championship. The 13s could only manage thirteenth 
place and the 14s were placed tenth. However, the 15s grabbed third posi- 
tion and made it all the way to the Grand Final while the 17s were run- 
ners-up in their league and capped the season off with an appearance in 
the Grand Final. 

Mingara Lakers will be very disappointed with their eighth place in the 
Club Championship considering the wealth of playing talent to be found 
on the Central Coast. It is clear that they will need to do a lot more to 
attract players to the club if the are,to have a more prosperous season in 
2003. Their 13s only missed the finals on goal difference and had to set- 
tle for sixth spot but the 14s were placed ninth on their table and they 
‘were well off the pace. Unfortunately the 15s could only secure thirteenth 
place while the 17s were placed sixth, four points away from claiming a 
place in the finals, 

Fairfield Bulls were in ninth position on the Combined Table after only 
one of their teams made it to the finals series. Settling for seventh place 
may have been a little disappointing for the 13s as they were only three 
points behind fifth at season’s end but the 14s were well down the table 
in eleventh place and the 17s were well out of contention in eighth spot, 
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It was the 15s who had the best of seasons for the club as they were 
placed fourth and then they progressed as far as the minor semi final. 

Blacktown Association are going through a period of rebuilding so 
they may not be all that disappointed with the outcome of this season 
when they finished in tenth place. Ben de Haan’s 14s experienced a yery 
good season as they finished in second spot just three points from the 
minor premiers and then they"progressed as far as the preliminary final, 
Bob Daley’s 15s were off the pace but still finished in a very creditable 
‘7th position. Matten Olime’s 13s were struggling for most of the season 
despite receiving lots of help from Development Coach Keith Healey and 
they ended up in tenth place while Arthur Dalgleish’s 17s had a hard time 
of it to finish up thirteenth. It is hard to keep good people down and they 
will undoubtedly have a better season next year, 

Ku-Ring-Gai Association have for years suffered the loss of most of 
their best teenage players to private schools and that has always held 
them back. Therefore, they may not be too distressed about their results 
in 2002. Best performers for them were the 15s who battled away for fifth 
spot on goai-difference but they dropped out of the finals after the elimi- 
nation semi final. Their 13s settled for ninth place and the 14s struggled 
all season and ended up thirteenth. Ending the season in ninth position in 
the 17s may not be seen as a major disappointment. - 

Eastern Suburbs is the smallest of the metropolitan Associations and 
they therefore have to work harder than most for the good results-It 
would undoubtedly have been very rewarding for them to see their 13s 
qualify for the finals from fourth place on goal difference even though 
they did not go past the elimination semi final, Of the other teams, the 14s 
were placed eighth, the 15s were ninth and the 17s ended up with the 
‘wooden spoon. 

Bonnyrigg White Eagles have always been competitive so this season 
will have been seen as being a bit of a disaster from them. A saving grace 
was the performance of their 13s who crept into the finals in fifth place 
on goal difference and then went on with the job to make itall the way to 
the preliminary final. Sadly, the other squads did not go so well with the 
14s being placed twelfth, the 15s took the wooden spoon and the 17s were 
placed tenth. They will be striving for an improved showing next season, 

Canterbury Marrickville will be relegated as a result of their overall 
performance this year and the drop may give them the opportunity to 
rebuild and taste some genuine success. Best performed of their squads 
was the 17s who finished seventh but they were not in contention for the 
finals. The 13s were twelfth, the 14s were at the foot of the table and the

Parramatta City would have been hoping for a better season but it was 
not to be and they had to settle for seventh place overall., Performing best 
for them were the 13s who claimed thigd place before falling away at the 
minor semi final stage. Then came the 17s who may think themselves 


unlucky after missing a finals berth by a single point. Both the 14s and 

15s had a tougher time of it finishing-thirteenth and eleventh respective- 
ly. The club will now go back to the drawing board to look for solutions 
that will bring about better results in 2003, 

Dulwich Hill claimed 8th place in the Club Championship and the 
lion’s share of the credit for that must go to their 17s who won the minor 
premiership and then went on to success in the Grand Final, The 14s went 
close to a finals berth with their sixth placing but the 13s and,15s were 
well out of contention, finishing 11th and 12th respectively. A major re- 
think may be on the cards if the club is to improve on this performance. 

MSC Liverpool have not had a good year by their own standards and 
they are another club who will be desperately searching for answers. 
They finished ninth overall with both the 13s and 14s itrseventh place, 
the 1S5ths were tenth and the 17s were eleventh. They will need to work 
really hard to solve the problems facing them now and in the future. 

Hurstville City Crescent Star have secured tenth place in the Club 
Championship and they couldn’t be too upset about that. Their best per- 
formed teams were the 13s and 15s, both of whom placed sixth but out of 
the running for a place in the finals. The 14s settled for tenth and the 17s 
were thirteenth. 

Granville Association would have been hoping for a position higher on 
the Club Championship than eleventh and they, too, will need to look for 
Ways to improve their lot for the future. All their teams finished well off 
the pace with the 13s in 8th spot, the 14s in 9th, the 15s were seventh and 
the 17s claimed the wooden spoon. 

Rockdale City secured twelfth place overall and actually had a team in 
the finals series as their 15s were placed fourth in their league but they 
dropped off in the elimination semi final. Next best performed were the 
14s and 17s who both completed the season in eighth place but the 13s 
were at the foot of their table and they were the only team in all of Youth 
‘League to go through the season without a single win. 

Stanmore Hawks had a worse-than-expected season and fell back to 
thirteenth place in the final analysis, Many people would be surprised at 
this outcome, not the least of whom will be the club officials who will be 
looking at a variety of ways of improving on this year. Both the 13yand 
14s were to be found at the lower end of their respective tables in twelfth 
place. Faring better were the 15s who finished eighth and the 17s who 
were seventh, only two points behind fifth. 

Hawkesbury City need to take a long hard look at a player recruitment 
programme after this season. They would have known from the outset 
that this would be a difficult year but they would have hoped to avoid the 
Club Championship wooden spoon. However, when their 13s finished in 
thirteenth place, their 14s and 15s were both at the foot of the table and 
the 17s were placed twelfth, it was unavoidable.

|he Emilia Romagna region in Northern Italy is gen- 
erally regarded as one of Italy’s wealthiest regions; 
fine food, great wine, job opportunities and great 
universities, 

It is the region that gave the world spaghetti bolognese, 
Parmesan cheese, Lambrusco wine, the Ferrari car and 
Gugliemo Marconi, who was one of the region's famous citi- 
zens, 

‘Today the region is home to four Serie A clubs, namely 
Bologna, Parma, Modena and Piacenza. Never in the history 
of the Serie A have all four of these teams been in Italy’s top 
division at one time, 

Ttis along a two thousand year old road which was opened 
in 187 B,C. by the Romans, the via Emilia, that all four of 
these places can be found. They are on a stretch of about 140 
Kilometres between them, 

Parma are of course the most successful of these teams. 
‘They were first promoted to the Serie in 1990/91 and haven’t 
looked back since, Two UEFA Cups, a Cup Winners’ Cup, 
two Italian Cups and a European Super Cup, make up their 
trophy cabinet, 

Last year they were disappointing but they look a lot better 
this time around. Their best performance in the Serie A was in 
1997 when they were runners up to Juventus. 

Under the guidance of new coach Cesare Prandelli and 
Technical Director, Arrigo Sacchi, they should have a fairly 
good season, despite losing defender Fabio Cannavaro to Inter 
and striker Marco Di Vaio to Juventus. 

Bologna, the capital of the region, are a very proud old club 
that was founded in 1909. They are seven time winners of the 
league title (Scudetto) but the most recent was in 1964. 

In 1982, for the first time ever, they were relegated to the 
Serie B, A year later they were further relegated to the Third 
Division but they climbed back a year later. 

In 1988 they were back in the Serie A only to be relegated 
again in 1991. In 1993 they dropped to the Third Division 
where they remained for two more years. However, they 
climbed back to the Serie A in 1996 and have remained there 
ever since, 

Bologna, under coach Francesco Guidolin, certainly don’t 
expect the dark days of the early 90’s to return. They are look- 
ing good so far and a mid table finish can be expected. 

Piacenza, under the guidance of new coach, the relatively 
unknown Andrea Agostinelli, are holding their own as well, 

They are an old club (founded in 1919) who first entered 
the Serie A in 1995, Except for one year, 2000/01, when they 
were relegated, they have been a Serie A regular. 

Tn their early days they won a lot of admiration because 
they refused to buy foreign players. However, the Italians- 
only team couldn’t last in the competitive world of top Italian 
football. 

Piacenza will never set the world on fire but they do have 
‘one of the best goal poachers around. Dario Hubner, the 35 
year old striker, was the Serie A’s leading goal scorer last year. 

Hubner is an amazing player and, at one stage, some even 
suggested that he should be taken to the World Cup in 
Korea/Japan as part of the Azzurri team. It wasn’t to be but 
that certainly didn’t stop Hubner from picking up this season 
where he left off last season. 

Modena, after nearly a forty year absence, are back in the 
Serie A. They are the real minnows of this league but already 
haye an away win over Roma and a home win over Torino to 
theircredit, 

Modena is about 30 kilometres from Bologna but is more 
famous as the home (along with Maranello) of the Ferrari car, 
However, it is football, rather than motor racing, which is cur- 
rently talk of the town. 

Their home ground, the Stadio Alberto Braglia, is only 
marginally bigger than say Marconi Stadium here in Sydney. 
In fact the official capacity of the Braglia Stadium is just 
13,900 — hardly enough when the giants such as Juventus, 
Inter, Lazio, Roma and AC Milan are in town. 

‘The current star for Modena is their 21 year old striker 
Giuseppe Sculli. He is their leading goal scorer. A relatively 
unknown who hails from Calabria in Southern Italy, Sculli is 
a former Juventus junior. 

So with Parma, Bologna, Piacenza and Parma there is cer- 
tainly one region of Italy that can claim to be the most suc- 
cessful soccer region of Italy. Good luck to all those teams as 
together they are a real fairy tale,
